choose from including classical 
Bach, preludes of Villa Lobos, 
Am+rican ballads, and the en- 
twining of bossa nova rhythms 
from his own native Brazil in 
original com sitions such as 
Flamenco Fantasy. 

bearded bass for the group, 
Sebastian Neto can claim for him- 
self only a four year veteranship 
to the bass; yet, at the same time 
can boast of unparalleled acheive - 
ments in the world of jazz. 

At the end of his first year 
with the instrument (1962), Neto 
launched a maiden sojourn of 
South America playing the Urugu- 
ay Jazz Festival, That same year 
he was named the Best Jazz Bass- 
ist in Brazil for the year by the 
South Paulo Jazz Poll. 

Appearances on the Ed Sullivan 
show and Johnny Carson show cul-

Returning, he was engaged by 
outstanding jazz clubs on both 
east and west coasts including 
New York’s Village Vanguard and 
Village Gate; Buffalo’s Royal 
Arms; Chicago’s Mother’s Blues, 

In California he opened at 
Shelly Manne’s Hole, The Trouba- 
dor, The Lighthouse, and San 
Francisco’s E] Matadore and the 
Trident, 

Neto has managed to pack a 
lot of showmanship in his four 
year career and can be heard on 
recordings with such Brazilian 
favorites as Joao and Astrud Gil- 
berto, Joao Donato, Luiz Bonfa, 
and Antonio Carlos Jobim. 

On the American scene he’s 
joined Herbie Manne, Stan Getz, 
Bud Shank, and Hubert Laws in 
recorded jazz fetes before joining 
Sete and his Trio, 

For nine years—1951-59— 
Paulinho claimed the title of the 
Best Drummer of the Year in Bra- 
zil. In addition he was awarded a 
Silver record in 1958 and a gold 
record in 1960, 


He moved from apprentice to 
veteran of the road while travel- 
ing through the US, Mexico, and 
South America playing the hotel 
and club circuit with top Brazil- 
ian and American stars.

Suspended Priest Speaks On 
Roles Of Organized Religion 


“The educational task of moral training, developing the individual 
and uring him to follow his own conscience are the main new roles for 
organized religion,”’ related Father William H. DuBay Monday night in 
a speech given in the SSC Little Theatre. Father DuBay was suspended 
from the priesthood last February for voicing controversial views on 


race and church reform and has 
been active in trying to organize 
a priests’ union. In his speech, 
which was the first in this sem- 
ester’s series of the Distinguish- 
ed Visitors Program, he stated 
that the new ethical concern is 
basically materialistic and an 
earthly concern doing away with 
metaphysics. 
ETHICAL RELIGION 

The United States is growing 
up and churches are beginning 
to disengage themselves from 
what the political society has 
previously dictated. The stirring 
up of the outraged conscience 
is now lending itself to the 
church’s placing of too much 
emphasis on the ethical con- 
cerns of religion. 

In the past the church was 
well integrated into culture and 
fit into the social structure of 
the day. It played a rather pas- 
sive role in which its forms of 
worship were harmless or at 
least did not constitute a threat 
to the political hierarchy.

NATURE OF GOD 

The church is even now still 
mainly centered around the 
teaching of doctrines and re- 
ligious education relating more 
to the nature of God than any- 
thing else, Father DuBay said. 

Man’s religious development 
is based on how he relates to 
himself. Father DuBay feels that 
the church’s greatest task is the 
development of the individual 
which can only be accomplished 
by training in human communica- 
tion, teaching the individual to 
express his subjective truth. 

FULFILLING NEEDS 

DuBay emphasized that it is 
the task of the church also to 
fill human needs that have not 
received proper attention be- 
cause of the failures in certain 
areas of our educational system 
and the family unit. 

Churches are now speaking 
out and are beginning to take an 
asserted part in public affairs. 
Religious leaders are beginning 
to realize that there is no way 
which the church can maintain 
a neutral position and must move 
into open and more modern 
avenues of development. 

‘*NEW HUMAN CONCERN” 

Relating to individuals and 
groups in revolt, such as the 
Civil Rights and student protest 
groups, he feels there is an ex- 
pressing of a ‘‘new human con- 
cern.”? Learning takes place not 
from suppression but from ex- 
pression and although man’s vio- 
lent hostility must be tamed, his 


rights must not be suppressed. , 


Most of the misunderstanding 
in these areas result not from 
genuine differences of feeling 
but from the lack of all-important

Vietnam Speech Topic of 
NBC News Correspondent 


Ron Nessen, NBC news cor- 
respondent who was recently 
wounded while covering Opera- 
tion Hastings in Viet Nam, will 
speak in the Little Theater on 
Wednesday, October 5 at 1 pm. 

Nessen has had vast exper- 
ience in the field of news report- 
ing. After graduation from 
American University in Wash 
ington, D.C,, where he worked for 
several radio stations, he spent 
five years working with United 
Press International in the capital. 

In 1962 he joined NBC News’ 
Washington Bureau where he was 
head of the News Program Serv- 
ice, Afer excellent work there 
he was appointed Washington cor- 
respondent in 1964 where he not 
only reported on the White House

And much as I’d like to be a nice guy and say that the F Wi 
is a pretty good league, my Conscience would bother me too much,

FWC Not a Good League 

The FWC is not a athletic conference, It never has 
been, and unless some drastic changes are made in the near fu- 
ture, it never will be. 

But the blame for the traditionally low caliber of intercol- 
legiate athletics in the FWC cannot be given to the coaches, 
The coaches should receive hero’s medals for being able to do 
anything at all under the conditions which they have had to work, 

Full responsibility for the poor quality of the athletics must 
rest fully with the league’s officials. These are the men who guide 
the conference and set its rules, These are the men who deter - 
mine the future of the FWC, 


good 


Living in the Past 

From all outward appearances, it would seem that the con- 
ference officials have been living in some other world or some 
other time, because the rules which govern the FWC, or at least 
a few of the major rules, have long ago become outdated, 

Of primary concern here is the fact that the conference does 
not permit member schools to award athletic cholarships, 

There was a time when this was a good ruling, A dozen or 
more years ago, before the NCAA stepped in, there were quite a 
few shady deals involved in the recruiting of college athletes, 

Wilt Chamberlain, who was in town Wednesday night with 
the Philadelphia 76’ers, was offered everything from yachts to new 
cars to go to different colleges and universities while he was still 
a senior in high school, 


Anybody Could Get a Scholarship 

It used to be that any big, dumb, plow-jockey who could play 
fvotball reasonably well could vet an athletic scholarship, Of course, 
coaches were always careful to make sure that these ath- 
letes never took anything tougher than Remedial Sandpile, but it 
was all part of the game, Schools have been known in the past to 
go so far as to give their athletes credit for lunch, 

And before the NCAA stepped in, competition for prospec 
tive athletes became pretty fierce. More than one assistant coach 
has lost his job for failing to recruit a certain football player. 

But all of these things are from the past. Thev weat out with 
Elvis Presley records, 


Athletes More Sophisticated 

Today, athletes are much more sophisticated, So ure inter- 
collegiate athletics, 

The NCAA has tightened its restrictions on athletic schol- 
arships considerably in the last five years, and the NCAA has 
the means to see that its rulings are enforced, Schools that don’t 
comply with its rulings are banned from competition for at least 
one year, 

But more important than the enforcing of a few rules is the 
fact that today’s athletes are of a different caliber from those of 
15 years ago, This fact is attested to not only by the record books 
and the fantastic improvement in performances shown there, but 
by the tremendous impzovement in the pe-formances of athletes 
in the classroom, 


Gentlemen and Scholars 

Whereas for many years, the athlete who was a good stu- 
dent was the exception, today it is fast becoming the rule, A re- 
cent survey of the athletes under the jurisdiction of the NCAA 
revealed that the average athlete today carries a 2.6 grade aver- 
age. This survey included such schools as Stanford and Harvard, 

But the main point is that today’s athlete is in school to do 
more than just play a sport, He is there to do something with his 
life, Bill Bradley, one of the greatest college basketball players 
of all time when he was at Princeton, turned down a reported $100,000 
professional basketball contract to accept a Rhodes Scholarship, 
Supreme Court Justice White was an all-American college foot- 
ball player. And these are but two exampies, 

Today’s athlete is every bit as good a student as the beard- 
ed, sign-carrying, pseudo-intellectuals who are professional and 
perennial students, 

The school that awards an athletic scholarship today can be 
virtually assured of getting not only a good athlete, but a good 
student as well, 

And many times, the only way that an athlete would be able 
to continue to compete in athletics is through an athletic schol- 
arship. Not everyone has rich parents, or parents who are willing 
to put them through school, It would just be too much to expect 
an athlete to be able to go to school, hold down a job, and play 
football all att the same time, 

Athletic scholarships can give some very deserving athletes 
the chance to further their education and to also remain in ath- 
letic competition, Contrary to popular FWC belief, athletic schol- 
arships are not the root of all evil, They are precisely the op- 
posite.

Bellah was last week’s leading 
rusher with 77 yards, while Mod- 
lin had 50. The Bronco backs 
had a hard time hanging on to 
the ball as they fumbled five 
times, but still managed to out- 
yardage the Poets, 299-238. 

Up front, Cal Poly has five 
lettermen among the starting 
seven, Two of them are at the 
ends — Alan Lauginbill and Bur- 
ris. The other three are center 
Dexter Winn; right guard Norm 
Revis, a 230-pounder; and right 
tackle Bob Wiersma, The other 
starters are Doug Smith at left 
guard and 225-pound Bob Bram- 


er at left tackle. ; 
The visitor’s front line will 


average 207 pounds—two more 
than the offensive seven, Two 
letter winners are included 
among the starters—middle guard 
Fritz Muhlethaler and end Dan 
Jones, the biggest man on the 
team at 6-4 and 230 pounds. At

Jan Hoganson and Marv Welch 
will start at the halves and Donn 
Pintar will be the safety. 

The Green and Gold offense, 
which has scored just nine points 
in the first two games, will open 
with the same cast that started 
last Saturday at Broncoville. 

The ends will be Cummings 
and Bill Yurong; the tackles, 
Larry Johnson and Terry Hunt- 
er; the guards, Modena and Rog- 
er Pauletto; and the center, Fred 
Gibson, 

Quarterback Lyle James will 
direct the SSC attack. So far this 
season, the Hornet passing attack 
has been almost nonexistant. 
James completed two throws last 
week for a total of 14 yards —the 
only Hornet air gains of the night. 

Along with James in the back- 
field are John L. Brown and Al 
Nicholas at the halves and Mike 
Clemons at fullback. 

Tomorrow’s Clash will be the 
seventh between the two schools, 
with Pomona leading in games 
won, with a5-1 record.

Have you ever wondered just 
what the Hornet Foundation is? 
Well, if you have, here is the 
answer, 


The foundation is the finan- 
cial and administrative oper- 
ator of food services, the book 
store, and related auxiliary en- 
terprises at SSC, The foundation 
is charged to provide services 
to students at reasonable prices, 
Any reserves are to be used for 
the betterment of the student, 


At the moment the founda- 
tion is heavily in debt due to a 
$250,000 loan which was need- 
ed to build the bookstore, Pres- 
ent reserves are being used to 
pay off this debt, 


Heading the foundation is 
Thomas Gunn, who is the exec- 
utive director, The directors 
under him are Margaret Pratt, 
bookstore, and Ursula Stanton, 
food services, 


The foundation is governed 
by a 7-man board, three stu- 
dents and four faculty and ad- 
ministrative personnel, The 
three students on the board for 
the 1966-67 school year 
are ASSSC president Kit 
Oase, Jan Eakes and Rich- 


ard Kimball. Not yet appoint- 
ed are the four faculty and ad- 
ministration members. 


Thanks to the Hornet Founda- 
tion, faculty members now get 
a ten percent discount on books 
bought in the bookstore, This 
policy is new this year. 


Bleachers for the athletic field 
and 10 new outdoor tables near 
the Snack Bar have recently been 
purchased by the foundation, 


Expenses of the Foundation 
have increased considerably 
since the building of the new book - 
store, An example of this would 
be janatorial costs which have 
risen from approximately $30 
a month in the old store to up- 
wards of $600 in the new, 


Because of better merchan- 
dizing, sales have picked up in 
the bookstore. The student may 
now purchase a wide variety of 
merchandise in addition to books, 

Total sales last year were 
$1,388,000 and a net profit of 
eight percent, This was divided 
evenly between the bookstore and 
food services, 

Gunn, executive director of 
both the foundation and the Sac- 
ramento State Foundation has 
been at SSC for six years,

Goethe died in July at the age of 91, he left a large portion of his 
estate to SSC. 

Dr. Goethe was dedicated to conservation, science, and religion 
throughout his long life, and in death he has continued his devotion. 

Goethe considered Sacramento State one of his pets and during 
his lifetime he was also dedicated to its improvement. The campus 
received several bequests in his will which make Goethe the largest 
private financial supporter of the institution, 

ssc received a $20,000 grant for research and expansion of the 
Mary Glide Goethe Memorial Fund and librarv. When disposition of 
Dr. Goethe’s Yolo County land holdings is completed, much of the 
money will go to scientific research in botany and improvement of 
the C, M. Goethe Arboretum on cainpus. 

In addition, parcels of Sacramento County land were willed to 
the city to be used for a “recreation center for children and tue aged, 
for a branch library, and for a health museum, for a eugenics muse- 
um, and a children’s museum.’’ 

Dr. Goethe’s 3731 T Street home with its large collections of _- 
coins, stamps, and scientific literature was also left to SSC. Many of 
the volumes in the library were his own published works. 

In tribute to his contributions to the campus as well as the rest, 
of the world, SSC’s new science building will be dedicated Guethe Hall.
